Our Diocesan Council of Catholic Women has not yet 
begun to collect and make over clothing of all kinds for 
Sisters and children in Europe, the Philippines and China. 
I have word that the work has been nearly completed in 
more than thirty dioceses. 

The New York Prelate who is directing this work, 
through the NCCW, says: 

“Women and children died last winter in Europe from 
starvation and cold as well as from bombs. When Dutch 
teachers examined their little pupils, blue with cold, they 
found a great number of the children had only one garment 
—a threadbare little dress or suit, and. that most had no 
underwear at all. In France, children had to stay home 
from school while their one garment was being washed. In 
Poland, child deaths have increased to unknown proportions. 
In Italy, tuberculosis has struck down hundreds of thousands 
of helpless little ones. In Belgium, as in France and Holland, 
most of the houses and schools have little or no heat. In 
Finland, new-born babies are wrapped in newspapers. In red and conflict.”

However, since all sessions were 
executive, it will be necessary to 
wait some time for information as 
to the decisions reached by the 
Prelates. It was announced that a 
joint Pastoral of the Bishops would 
not be published for a least a fort- 
night, since the text must first be 
distributed to the various Dioceses 
to be read from as many pulpits as 
possible. 

It is understood that the meet- 
ings of the Bishops were concerned 
with all phases of Catholic life in 
present-day Germany, particularly 
the problems of the schools, char- 
ities, relief and the Catholic Press.

Fr. Masterson, On Return From Islands, 


Reports On Damage, Suffering, Disease: 


400,000-Pound Relief Shipment Readied 


New York, Aug. 27.(NC)—The Rev. William F. Master- 
son, S.J., just returned from making a survey of conditions 
in the Philippines as representative of War Relief Services— 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, estimates “it will take 
20 years for the islands to return to their physical condition 


before the war.” 


In connection with the report> 


made by Father Masterson, the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Patrick J. O’Boyle, 
Executive Director of War Relief 
Services—N.C.W.C., a participat- 
ing agency of the National War 
Fund, announced that a shipment 
of 400,000 pounds of food, medicine 
and clothing is being sent to the 
islands immediately and many other 
shipments will follow. 


Father Masterson, who spent 14 
weeks in making the survey and 
saw at first-hand the devastation 
in Luzon, Leyte, Cebu, Negros, 
Mindinao and every major island, 
said that “while we read and saw 
pictures of the wanton ravages, the 
results must be witnessed before 
an adequate appreciation of the 
damage may be had.” Father Mas- 
terson is director of the Jesuit 
Philippine Bureau and was on 
familiar territory in the islands, 
where he was stationed from 1933 
to 1936 as a professor at the Jesuit 
college of the Ateneo, which has 
been destroyed. 


The economy of the islands, he 
said, has been upset completely. 
Basically an agricultural country, 
the Philippines now find them- 
selves unable to produce anywhere 
near a sufficiency of food. All food 
reserves were rifled during the 
Japanese occupation and local com- 
munities were assessed amounts of 
foodstuffs by the occupying forces, 
in many instances greater than had 
ever before been raised in the area, 
under penalty of punishment.

Non-Catholic Army Officer ‘In Italy 
Protest Attacks Against United States 


Chicago, Aug. 27—(NC)—Voicing strong objection to 
a recent editoriah attack by The Christian Century against 
Myron C, Taylor and the maimtenance of a United States 
representative at the Holy See, a letter from Lieut. Ralph 
H. Major, jr., of the Allied Military Government, with the 
Fifth Army at Lake Garda, Italy, which has been published 


in the current issue of the weeklyv— 


magazine, expresses the hope that 
President Truman will continue the 
ties with the Vatican. 

“It is to be hoped,” Lieutenant 
Major’s letter says, “that no other 
Protestant voice will show as much 
ignorance of facts as The Chris- 
tian Century demonstrated in a re- 
cent editorial condemning the dip- 
lomatic mission of the President 
of the United States accredited to 
the Holy See. To set the record 
right, I am an Episcopalian but 
because of my army work in Allied 
Military Government I have come 
to know personally Mr. Myron C. 
Taylor and to see the excellent 
work performed by his office in 
connection with war relief, liasion 
between the army and the Vatican 
and the handling of diplomatic af- 
fairs which could have been done 
only through Vatican channels.” 

The letter states that the mag- 
azine neglected to mention the fact 
that Mr. Taylor, his wife and most 
of the members of his staff are 
non-Catholics and that the office of 
the personal representative of the 
President at the Vatican during 
several of the war years was a val- 
uable listening post, which also 
gave invaluable assistance to Amer- 
icans stranded in Italy and ob- 
tained information on prisoners of 
war in Germany secured through 
Vatican channels. 

The letter further states that 
on the occasion when Mr. and Mrs.

The eighth wonder of the modern 
world is the childlike innocence 
of its scientists. Apparently they 
have never looked over their spec- 
tacles, or beyond the doors of their 
laboratories. In their mental clois- 
ters they are as unaware of the 
furious facts of evil as the newest 


inovice in a Carmelite convent. 


Having invented an atom bomb 
which will kill 500,000 human be- 
ings at one blow, they are saying 
that now at last they have made 
war so dreadful that no one will 
dare to wage it. They conveniently 
forgot, of course, that they said the 
same thing when they invented the 
flame-thrower, and the machine- 
gun, and the tank. 
For all I know, they were aaging 
it when the first of their tribe mad 
the first stone knife; if indeed he 
was the first of their tribe, and not, 
as I sometimes suspect, a rude 
descendant of some earlier civilizae 
tion. | 


Killing Made Easy 


Anyhow, what they are. really 
saying, if only they would take 
the trouble to listen to themselves, 
is that men will stop killing be- 
cause killing has been made easy, 
It is like saying that burglars will 
go out of business because burglary 
tools have become highly efficient; 
or that men will all become truth- 
ful when they have learned how to 
lie in six languages. 


Now it is not because the scien- 
tists are bad men that they talk 
such nonsense. It is because they 
are, by and large, almost abnorm- 
ally good, in the sense in which a 
five-year-old youngster is good be- 
cause he knows no evil. 

They have spent so much of their 
time in the cloistered atmosphere 
of the universities and the insti- 
tutes that they are unacquainted 
with violent wickedness. They live 
in a world in which nobody ever 
bloodies anybody’s nose, or fells a 
passerby with a leaded pipe. In 
intellectual circles, that sort of 
thing is not commonly done. 

As likely as not, it never occurs 
to these men that there are other 
men on the earth to whom the 
shedding of blood, the breaking of 
bones and the sudden deaths o 
innocent victims afford exquisite 
pleasure. And yet these scientists 
can read; and one would think that 
they might occasionally go slum- 
ming vicariously in their newse 
papers. 


Won't They Learn? 


What in the world makes them 
think that a member of the Ges- 
tapo, who gets fun out of burnin 
children and old folks alive, wouk 
hesitate to use an atomic bomb, I 
cannot imagine. Is it possible that 
our men of science never noticed 
the pictures from Buchenwald and 
the other concentration camps in 
Germany? Were they able to live 
through the second World War 
without reading any of the descrip- 
tions of these places?

or priests or educators in criticism 
of the public schools, but of some 
300 utterances of non-Catholic edu- 
cators, editors, churchmen, states- 
men and writers. 

Monsignor John A. Ryan, who is 
charged with teaching the doctrine 
contained in the first four charges 
made, defends the theory of the 
benefit of union of Church and 
State in the sense already referred 
to, namely, that where the vast 
majority of the’ people belong to 
one religion, the government which 
rules over them, should be sympa- 
thetic rather than hostile. Mon- 
signor Ryan had in mind what Pope 
Leo also had in mind, namely, that 
in France, Spain, Portugal, Italy, 
Mexico and other countries, “sep- 
aration” meant the complete con- 
trol of the Church by the State, 
even unto the confiscation of its 
property, and the denial of civic 
rights to the clergy.

Nobody will deny ‘that the bunt 
has played an important part in 
baseball. On more than one occa- 
sion it has helped to win a game 
at a time when the fans were about 
beside themselves with excitement. 
It has certainly proved itself in 
this sport of millions. 


Who was the first batter to bunt 
and what was the result? 


The best authorities on our na- 


that 
bunt away back in 1866. Instead,

Tim was badly handicapped. He 
was swift as an arrow in the infield 
and in his base-running, but when 
he stepped up to bat, he usually 
made his team-mates feel like cry- 
ag, Pe tearing their hair. 

urnane first played with the old 
Philadelphia Athletics in the early 
seventies. When the new National 
League was organized in 1876, how- 
ever, he switched colors and joined 
Harry Wright’s Boston team. 
There, his poor showing with the 
willow continued to shadow his rec- 
ord. It went like that for some 
time until— 
One day he was at bat. By acci- 
dent, he happened to give the ball 
a weak, half-hearted tap. It died 


that gentleman had awakened to 
the significance of the weak little 
thing. 
When he did wake up, Tim was 
on first! 
That feeble tap set Tim Murnane 
to thinking. He whittled one side 
of his bat flat—as a means to a 
new end—and practiced until he 
could “lay them down” in whatever 
direction he wanted.
